The. annual report of the Director of. 
Public Works contains the following para- 


graph with. references ‘to tho dininago of. 
houses at tho Peak -- .. : 

“The draimge of Rural Buildiig’ Lota at 
the Peak ai hitherto carried out, amoly, 
in # similar manrier to bouses'in the, City, 
seems. a mistake. A much ‘moro sensible 


and sanitary arrangement would be to treat |. 


cach house separately,. so that no tenant 
should be lisble ‘to suffer for the sins of 
others. A house joined ‘on ‘toa general 
systom of dinage muy be kept in a perfect 
state. of cleanliness, all rubbish regularly 
buried of burned, drains kept clean and 
flushed, etc, and“yet‘ be poisoned with 
sewer gas from ahouse half a mile away. 
Filthy liquid in’ woderground sowers 
escapes. the purifying action of air 
and aerobic organism ; a broken pipe, un- 
seen and thorefore tinsuspeeted, a blockage 
from‘any cause, niay lead. to the putrofac- 
tion of. the contents of the sewer, and tho 
return of poisonous gas to all the housos on 
the system, . This iy’ rendered impossibla 
by adopting opda surface drains, There js 
nothing tobe got rid of ‘daily front human 
habitations which cannot ‘be wholesomely 
made use of for the benetit of minkind, no 
more ported. use for hath watorand other 
huvschold slops could be deviscd than to 
throw them broadcast un teivis or croquet 
lawns, or usa them in the kitchengarden,, to 
the latter all uightsoil should gouirect, the 
earth worm, fungi and bacteria-vith which 
the ‘ Living Earth’ teams, will jaw: very 
short spice of time x 
that is hurtful by hamification and oxida- 
tiun. As Dr Yivion Pooro says :— 

‘The’ .part played in the ecnoiny of 
nature by. fangi and: bacteria—the new 
learning .of the ‘Inst: balf-century—is an 
addition to human - knowledge ‘which js 
destined «to. revolutionize. our'views’ on 
many naturel phenomena.” eg 

‘In towns this commonsense disposal ‘of 


sewage is impossible, and the underground. 


xipes are a Hlecessary evil, but itis not so 
i -houscs-on-‘the hillsides whore a. few 
square yarts Of terruved ground could with 
tufoty recoivo, “absorb “and purify. the 
daily refuasofithe house. ‘The bath water 
should either run direct ‘onto the land 
or inty open cisterns for distribution on tho 


land, tho kitchen water should be run in 
epen channce to the kitchon garden, where 
all rubbish including. nightsoil should be 
Aeposited duly and slightly. covered sith 
earth. Thohouse anc’ chair codies would 
do the gardening fer the sake of the vega- 
tables they could raise, and scavenging 
contractora vould be no longer meded.
